Gov. Arnall will appear before 
a United States senate committee 
and make a fiery protest against 
the Bulwinkle bill. 

The Governor made arrange-

3 Dead, 9 Hurt In Wreck Near Lula

Engineer,

GAINESVILLE, Ga., Dec. 19.— 
Three men were killed and nine 
injured when the Southern Rail- 
road’s crack Piedmont Limited 
was rammed from the rear by a 
freight train shortly after noon 


Wednesday. The crash occurred 
near Lula, seven and a half miles 
north of Gainesville. 

The dead: 

Fletcher B. Means, Toccoa, Ga., 
engineer of the freight train, who 
was pinned beneath the wreckage 
of his overturned locomotive. 

Two members of the United 
States Navy, whose identity must 
not be revealed until the next of 
kin have been notified.

G. W. Cranford, 833 Atlantic 
drive, N. W., conductor, head and 
back injuries.

Pravda Rips 
U. S. Policy 
In China 


MOSCOW, Dec. 19.—(4)—Prav- 
da writer N. Sokolovsky said 
Wednesday “the existence of big 
American armed forces in China 
rightfully alarms the democratic 
public not only of China and the 
United States, but of the whole 
world.” 

“This alarm,” Sokolovsky wrote, 
“does not become any less in the 
light of the numerous statements 
of opinion by former U. S. Ambas- 
sador Hurley. 

“He has developed outspokenly 
an imperialistic program for Amer- 
ican penetration to China with an 
aim of counteracting ‘English im- 
perialism’ and ‘Soviet imperial- 


'ism’—invented by himself.” 


Sokolovsky said President Tru- 
man had explained that, for one 
thing, U. S. forces were helping to 
disarm the Japanese. 


The writer commented that this 
“cannot serve as sufficient reason 
for the transfer of large Ameri- 
can armed forces to the north of 
China,” and that China’s armed 
forces should be able to 
that detail. 


“The broader tasks mentioned 
in President Truman’s explana: 
tion cannot fail to cause perplex: 
ity because this explanation not 
only talks about the full removal 
of Japanese influence in China, 
but even about achieving such an 
aim as the creation of a united, 
democratic and peaceful China,” 
the article said.

LONDON, Dec. 19.—(4)—Great 
Britain urged the United Nations 
Preparatory Commission Wednes- 
day to consider a small town “in 
the east of the United States” as 
the permanent home of the United 
Nations Organization. 


The British delegation presented 
the commission an official docu- 
ment listing considerations which 
it said should be taken into ac- 
count in picking the site.

The Public Will Is Done 


Answering the prayers of millions in 
this country and the world, the United 
States officially has thrown its weight on 
the side of peace. 


The house has adopted, with but minor 
changes, a bill already passed by the sen- 
ate of the United States, making this 
nation a full partner in the United Nations 
OrganiZation. 


Public opinion, the prayers of mothers 
and fathers, the hopes of all that this or- 
ganization may help prevent future wars, 
made the vote emphatic. 


A few bitter men opposed. 


They said it would involve us in future 
wars. 


And the answer comes ringing from 
those who have died in all past wars, “Why 
did we die in battle if we were not in- 
volved in the past?” 


Others said, “It commits us to under- 
write the economics of other nations, in- 
cluding the British Empire.” 


And from the great, thinking, humble 
people, looking at the tremendous sacrifice 
of this most recent world war and its prede- 
cessor, comes the reply, “In the name of 
God, who commands peace and brother- 
hood, when did we not in by-gone wars 
have to underwrite the greater cost of them 
by virtue of our own great wealth and 


power such as has not yet been given to 
another? Can we live in richness and lux- 
ury while other nations go hungry and 
wretched—and not have a war directed at 
us?” 

It was a magnificent tribute to the pub- 
lic opinion of America that the vote was 
344 to 15 to commit this country to co-oper- 
ate with other nations in behalf of peace. 


It empowers the President, does this 
bill, to make U. S. armed forces available 
for use, along with troops of other nations, 
in suppressing future aggressors. 


The confined little minds attempted to 
make much of this. But even the most 
thoughtless and irrational must see, from 
the lessons of the past, that if we wait for 
the ponderous machinery of government 
to move, an aggressor, using modern weap- 
ons, might defeat us while we went 
through the formality of declaring war. 


We use policemen. We no longer wait 
until a crime has been committed to swear 
in police. 

This force will be a world police force. 

And certainly it should be a force mo- 


bile and ready for instant use... along 
with others of the UNO. 


It augurs well and it answers well, too, 


the selfish and the bitter who would have.

centers. 

“Indiana pays school teachers an average annual salary of 
$1,606 and Alabama pays an average of $929. Georgia is about 
the same. 

“The farmers send millions of théir dollars out of rural sections 
for purchase of automobiles, farm machinery and other manufac: 
tured goods. ... The only way the rural sections can get back some 
of these farmers’ dollars is by the federal governmeht collecting 
some of the farmer dollars and sending them back to the farm 
sections through federal aid for education.” 

Every word he said is true ... but not even the senator pre- 
sents them as new. They are part of the south’s plaint against 
tariffs which make the farmer sell in a free market and buy in 
a protected one. His farm machinery, made by the same labor, at 
the same cost, sells for less in Mexico, for instance, than in the 
United States. 

The state of Connecticut, to select one of several for illustra- 
tion, had added to its wealth, by tariffs alone, as much as the 
total income of the three lowest-incomé southern states. Millions 
of southern and western farm dollars went for machinery and tools 
and their “protection.” The same might be said of several in- 
dustrial states.

Stassen Challenging 
Bricker for GOP Nod 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph Jones is ill. Today’s 
column is by Jay G. Hayden, nationally recog- 
nized capitol correspondent.) 


CHICAGO.—An already developing struggle between John W. 
Bricker, of Ohio, and Harold E. Stassen, of Minnesota, for support 
of the middle west is the manifestation of 1948 presidential politics 
chiefly discussed at the first postwar meeting of the Republican 
national committee, ended Saturday. 

If opinion within this top organizational group can be taken as 
a criterion, Bricker is far out in front, not only in the middle west, 
but nationally. The set in his direction is stronger at this time, two 
and a half years before the nominating convention, than were the 
movements either for Alf M. Landon or Thomas E. Dewey at com- 
parable distance ahead of the 1936 and 1944 conventions. 

But there are plenty of signs also that Stassen may build up into 
a formidable challenger. Freshly released from the Navy, in which 
he attained the rank of captain, serving as aid to Adm. Halsey, 
Stassen, still only 37, has set cut to make himself the symbol of a 
new liberal Republicanism as concerns both foreign and domestic 


affairs. 

~ ~ ; : ? Internationally Stassen bears 
Heir to Willkie Following! many of the earmarks of the 
late Wendell L. Willkie, whose following he may fall heir to, but 
on the domestic side businessmen are much less afraid of Stassen 
than they came to be of Willkie. 

It is authoritatively reported that a powerful organization is 
taking shape behind Stassen. In the forefront of his supporters are 
Gardner and John Cowles, with their extensive newspaper, maga- 
zine and radio chains. Other wealthy men, mostly from Minnesota, 
are said to have pledged large contributions. 

These Stassenites are set first of all on proving that the Repub- 
lican middle west is miscalled “isolationist,” in full confidence that 
if this can be demonstrated the internationally-minded seaboards 
east and west will fall naturally into the Stassen basket. 

The philosophies of Bricker are less

Might Have Been clear but there is no doubt that his 


present popularity among Republicans arises from belief that if he 
had headed, rather than tailed, the presidential ticket in 1944 it 
would have gathered more votes. Bricker was less New Dealish 
and less internationalist than Gov. Dewey in that campaign. 

There are other aspirants by no means resigned to a two-man 
race, but all these, including Dewey—whose political stock presently 
has sunk as markedly as Bricker’s has risen—seem content to remain 
under wraps while Bricker and Stassen engage in a trial heat, hop- 
ing perhaps they will kill off each other. 

The testing ground for all candidacies will be the elections in 
1946. Bricker is definitely siated to run for the senate seat recently 
lost to the Republicans by elevation of Harold H. Burton to the 
supreme court.

Truman Steps Into Labor Picture 


That the failure of the labor-management conference caused Presi- 
dent Truman to make his proposal for lawfully imposed fact-find- 
ing committee and cooling-off period is evident. President Truman 
said exactly that in nis message.. He moved government into the 
picture because everyone else has failed. 

The President’s proposal is a mild first step. If it is tried and 
it fails, further measures will be taken by government toward com- 
pulsory arbitration. That is inevitable. 

The proposal, in itself, is not new. It follows the pattern of 
the Railway Labor Act. M. W. Clement, president of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, no doubt inspired by his experience with the 
railway act, brought a similar proposal to the labor-management 
conference some weeks ago. Mr. Clement’s proposal differed from 
Mr. Truman’s only in the time schedule. The procedure he sug- 
gested would run beyond the 25 days recommended by the Presi- 
dent. It allowed 10 days for appointing the boards, 30 for inves- 
tigation and 10 more for carrying out the recommendations. But 


the principle is the same. 

. Management has failed. The sad ending 
Where the Fault Lies of the Washington labor-management 
conference proved that. At the beginning of the conference, H. W. 
Prentis Jr. quoted the late Justice Brandeis to the effect that 
democracy is the substitution of self-restraint for external restraint. 
That reminder by Mr. Prentis should have been the keynote of 
the conference. We were witnessing a vital test of whether those 
who are running businesses for stockholders can provide, with or 
without the agreement of labor, a formula or a rallying cry which 
can win the confidence of the public, 

Management did not meet that test. Instead it acquiesced in a 
meaningless mumble-jumble of words. This was the price paid for 
unity within management and between management and labor. Not 
only in the statements of agreement with labor, but of agreement 
within the management group, generalities were used which in- 
spired no public confidence. The failure of the whole effort is 
shawn by the comments made by some of the participants later. 
They said, in effect, that the conference did something, because it 
pointed out the differences between labor and management. In 
the name of common sense, those differences have been clear for 
a long time! It didn’t need a conference to bring them out! The 
failure of management to clear the air calls for a better apology 
than that. 

The major trouble in the management group was that four or 
five of its members were for apparent, rather than for real agree- 
ment. They favored what a political convention favors—namely, 
the bridging of a gap by vacant generalities. And, apparently, the 
pussyfoot minority prevailed. 

The better final alternative would have been the drawing up of 
a declaration of the rights and demands of management, followed 
by an appeal to congress for specific relief. This might have rallied

Banking Bill 
Passes Test 
In Commons 


LONDON, Dec. 19.—(4)—The 
Labor government pushed its bill 
to nationalize the 250-year-old 
Bank of England through the 
house of commons Wednesday 
night and took steps toward na- 
tionalizing the coal mining indus- 
try and civil air lines. 

By 306 to 126, commons ap- 
proved and sent to the house of 
lords the bill for public ownership 
of the Bank of England. It had 
been hailed by Laborites in debate 
as “a creat charter of freedom for 
the English people.” and.  de- 
nounced by opponents as useless 
and involving an unwise encroach- 
ment of authority on other finan- 
cial institutions. 

The bill now goes to the house 
of lords.
